© But it will be ſaid, The. Faithful need not thefe Teſtif,onies; | 
for according to the Hypotheſis, they are already Faithſul. 
True ; they need them not to beget the firſt Faich, bur they need 
them to quicken and confirm the Faith they have. 

But ſtill that part of the Challenge recurres, Why ſhould God 
pitch upon his moſt Faithful Servants thus to exerciſe ? It ſcems 
ficter ſuch*Examples ſhould be made on thoſe, who have more 
deſerved ſuch Severitics.

. give him glory, Rev xvi.g,to,rtrt. Wherefore to ſuch who exerciſe 
no Faith, who apply not to "God, or acknowledge Him, there is

Bur when Holy Menſuffer, yet ſuffering ſubmit with Meckneſs
